HYACINTHS 


Hyacinths will do well in most types of soil 
but for best results like an inch or two of rot- 
ted manure below the base of the bulb. Plant 
them 6 to 9 inches apart and with at least 5 
inches of soil above the top of the bulb. 


Be sure to put a layer of soil between the 
manure and the bulb. Bone meal may be used 
instead of manure at the rate of | lb. to the 
square yard of the lower soil.
